Sunday Morning there hap- 
pened one of che moft terrible Storms ot Wind that 
ever was felt in this Country. It began to blow preity 
hard between 11 and 12 o’Ulock at Nighr, and, be- 
fore One, rofe to a compleat Hurricane, and con- 
tinued with furprizing Fury till neer 4 in the Morn- 
ing : As che Houſes in this City are built high, they 
fuffered confidcrable Damage, che Leads which 
covered the ftately Buildings in che Parliament Clofe, 
were catried off the Roofs; fome of them upwards 
of go Feer in Dimenfions : The Canongate Church 
has fuffered extremely, and the fine Portico which 
| belongs to it almoft demolithed. 

to tell the Confternation the Inhabitanss were in, 
which was heightened by the Alarm of the Fire 

Drumy the —— the Haft End of the Meadow, 
belonging to Mr. Bryfon, took Fire; the Wind in- 
creaied the Fiame. Fhe Warer-Werks prov’d fo 
many ufelefs Machines, being ſtopt from playing with 
any Succefs by the Violence of the Storm: The 
whole Pile of Building was confumed, and fome low 
Houles, at a confiderable Dittance, catched che 
Flame, and are likewile reduced to Atheys. The 
Multicude of frighten’d Speétators could be of no 
Service, and one of them venturing to go too ncar 
the Buroing, is fCorched to fuch a Degree, that ‘tis 
doubted if ever he can recover. Nor was the Lofs 
by Fire confined to that Quarter, for, near the 
Canon-Mills, on the oppofire Side of the Town, a 
Farm-houfe belonging to Mrs. Angus likewife took 
Fire, which confumed it, topether with the Corn 
Stacks and Our-houfes. There were Fires in a great 
many other Places round: At Coltbridge a Dweliing 
was confumed, and another at Liberton ; and we 
leara from Fife, that a terrible Burning happened 
there, which did a vaft deal of Damage. Thee 
Fires happened not through any Negligence: The 
Misfortune was entirely occafioned by the Impetu fi y 
of the Wind, which having got Entrance co the 
Houfes, fcattered the Fire, and fer it ina Glow. A 
large new Houle at the Back of the Canongate. con- 
fitting of ¢ Stories, is entirely beat down : This is 
more remarkable, as it had been twice deftroyed he⸗ 
fore, and the Owner had rebuilt it fo ftrongly, that 
the promiſed againft any Accidents of that Kind. 
The Buildings in the Caftle are prodigioufly hurr ; 
their fne Lead Coverings are carried off, and thrown 
I upon the Rocks; the — is almofit demolifh'd, 

and a vaft dealof other Damage done. The Houles 
at the Multrices Hill, which lay prodigioufly expoicd, 
are almoft all unroofed. Amidft the general Terror 
which fuch a dreadfulStorm occafioned, a Woman 
and a Child were fmother'd, and two more killed ar 
Dauphinfton ; a Man is crufh’d by the Pall of a 
Stone from fome of the high Houfes, in fuch a ter- 
rible Manner, that ‘tis thought he cannot long fur- 
vive it. A great many others are hurr. The new 
Play-houfe is quite uncover’d, which will ferve in 
Place of a Sift, which was lately propos’d to be 
pply’d for. 

At Leith tite Scorm produc’d likewife very dif- 
mal Effects ; feveral Houfes were damaged, and the 
End of one flruck down; the Lead Mill is unco- 
vered ; the Ships io the Harbour were preity well 
fecur'd ageing che Oustage of che Storm, however 
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feveral of chem broke loof%, and with fuch Violence, 
that they carry’d along with them, the great Iron 
Rings to which they were faftned. 

The Couatry has fuffered extremely, feveral 
Houfes sre almoft demolithed ; the Oats, Peaft, and 
Barley, were carried by the Wind, and promif- 
cuoufly fcattered on the Ficlds of growing Wheat, 
and other Grounds, which Mixture of Grain, will 
poe occafioni no {mall Hurt to the next Crop; 

ne large Trees are blown down-and broke to 
Pieces, Firs of go Foot high are rooted up, and even 
the low Walis which furrounded Gentiemen’s In- 
clofures ate levelled with the Ground. 

The fame Wight a Woman drowned herfelf in 
the Canon Mill Loch, and two others accidentally 
perithed being beat into che Water by the Wind. — 

Two fine Ships in the Harbour of Cockenzic 
are dafh’d to Pieces At Whitburn the Roof of the 
Stable fell itt, and {mocher’d feveral Horfes. 

But we cannot pretend to enumerate the many 
Loffes which this Storm occafion’d, tho’ no doubt 
we may expe very difmal Accounts from Sea, 

From the Shire of Air there are very difmal Ac-
